GARDEN GRAMS
Lima beans are warm weath 

er plants   more so even than 
tomatoes and peppers. In tht 
waimcst sections of Los Ange 
les county along the foothills 
mid-May plantings are suffi 
cienlly early. In the valley 
floors, lair' May or early June 
and in extreme coastal section* 
mid-June to early July. Cool 
nights persist until these dates 
More on varieties latei.

If you intend to can, dehy­ 
drate or freeze garden produc­ 
tion this summer, be sure to 
plant accordingly. If you don't 
want to preserve, then gauge 
the plantings not to have waste.

Victory gardeners can well 
think of conservation in more 
lines than just food. Are there 
weeds around your garden that 
win be diy in another month 
and constitute a fire hazard? 
Clean them up now! Have you 
stored your seeds, garden tools, 
insecticides, old sacks, what 
have you, in such a way as r.u* 
to constitute a fire hazard: 
You've all got garages and' al­ 
lies and closets in your home. 
Papers and magazines stuffed 
away are No. 1 fire hazard. 
Ditto old rags and clothing. Be 
fi -e conscious. It pays!

Look out for irrigation! Young 
} ants have shallow roots most- 
y in the top six inches until 
they are several weeks old. Fre 
quent litigations, maybe once a 
week, wilh water in the furrow 
for only a few minutes will 
(eep them growing vigorously. 
Water lor- a longer period will 
just go too deep it's wasted.

Work in your garden with a 
smile. Every pound you pro­ 
duce doesn't require faun labor 
it's very scarce), a farm truck 

(they're wearing out and can't 
be replaced), a raihoad freight 
car (they're busy with war 
goods 1, a truck at the other 
end, space on the commission 
house floor and retail clerks 
(manpowei shortage all along 
the line) and you don't have to 
carry them home (except from 
tie garden). Think of the sav- 

i« you are affecting all along 
tile line!

Some of thotc first crops you 
p anted in your garden, lettuce, 
cariots-, spinach you know, the 
'irst cool weather crops   it's 
nbout time to replant some of 
them. Remember the frequency
o maintain regular supply of 

beets, about two months; lettuce 
six weeks to two months; mus- 
art! gieens three to four weeks; 
 adishes the same; spinach, dit- 
o. Plant a little bit often.

Rams Good for 
County Crops

Hain at tin- end of April fol­ 
lowing a long dry period proved 
of great value to crops, in Los 
Angeles county, according lo a 

I report on agiicullural conditions 
made by Harold J. Ryan, agri­ 
cultural commissioner. Particu­ 
larly grain and vegetables on 
non-irrigated land were bene­ 
fited. 

Because of Ihe dry spell cit­ 
rus, avocado and deciduous or­ 
chards required irrigation a 
month earlier than usual. O row­ 
ers of these crops feel that the 
late rain improved conditions 
materially. 

Dry beans, an important crop 
in this county, are planted most­ 
ly in May. Much of the acre­ 
age devoted to this ciop is on 
non-Irrigated land and before 
the rain growers wore fearful 
that there would not be suffi­ 
cient moisture to germinate the 
seed. 

April was too cool to provide 
optimum conditions for vege­ 
tables that need hot weather. 
Growers in many instances have 
had difficulty in getting good 
stands of string beans, canta 
loupes, cucumbers and sweet 
corn and these crops have grown 
slowly. On the olher hand, 
vegetables such as spinach, let­ 
tuce and cauliflower that grow 
better in cool weather- were of 
exceptionally good quality for 
the most part.
